Youth Held for Murder 
In Argentine Riot

BUENOS AIRES — A Jewish 
youth, Isaac Friedenberg, is in 
jail, charged with murder, as a 
result of his resisting attempts 
by Peronist thugs to burn down 
his parents’ shop. 

The Friedenberg family have 
a small store in Liniers, a suburb 
of Buenos Aires. Recently Peron- 
ist neighbors began attacking the 
shop and molesting the elder 


Friedenbergs and the son, a-medi-- 


cal student. They were insulted 
when they appeared in the street, 
and stones were thrown at the fa- 
ther. 

In desperation, the family de- 
cided,to move and arranged to 
auction off their stock. As the 
auction was to begin, a crowd 
gathered and threatened to burn 
down the store and kill the Fried- 
enberg family. Stones were 
thrown and considerable damage 
inflicted. 

Enraged by the assault and 
fearful of his and his parents’ 
lives, young Fridenberg climbed 
to the roof of the building and 
fired a shot into the crowd, killing 
Ercillo Pierrin, local Peronist 
leader. 


the Morgan interview created 
more anti-Semitism than any- 
thing else in recent years.

Cabled Shapiro, a Jew, who had 
been present at the conference: 

“*Morgan had tried to present 
a ‘sober inventory’ of the situa- 
tion. ‘The statements now wide- 
ly quoted (made during a chatty 
question-and-answer period) were 
qualified by other remarks that 
indicated his sympathy and con- 
cern for European Jews... Both 
journalism and Jewry have . 
wildly interpreted and elaborated 
on (his) remarks’.”

Palestine Policy 


Jewish Leaders Score 
Telling Blow; U.S. 
Members Impressed 


Special 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Dam.- 
aging testimony against the Brit- 
ish policy in Palestine was being 
delivered here daily at the open- 
ing sessions of the hearings of 
the Palestine Inquiry Commis- 
sion, so much so that the six 
English members of the body 
were beginning to answer the 
testimony and to take beligerent 
exception to the points made by 
Jewish leaders. 

The American members of the 
commission seem to be consider- 
ably impressed as the story of 
British duplicity and deliberate 
“whittling away” of Jewish 
rights was unfolded by such able 
protagonists as Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise, Emanuel Newmann, Henry 
Monsky, and Robert Nathan, 
noted economist. 

Following is the testimony, in 
brief, presented thus far to the 
hearings: 


Dr. Stephen Wise 

Declaring that he was appear-* 
ing with “great reluctance,” Dr. 
Wise told the unusually intent 
committee that the Jews ask 
only for 10,000 square miles in 
Palestine as compared with the 
millions of square miles held by 
the Arab states. The Christian 
world, he declared, including 
England, which permitted six 
million Jews to perish, owes the 
Jews a great measure of repara- 
tion. 

“The political and national 
homelessness of the Jews was 
the primary cause of their perse- 
cution,” Dr. Wise said, urging 
the establshment of Palestine as 
the Jewish National Home. He de- 
nied the charge by Lt. General 
Sir Fredenick E. Morgan of a 
planned exodus of Jews from Po- 
land, declaring that it was an 
uninstigated movement “of Jews 
whom the government was un 
able to protect.” 

Expressing his appreciation of 
President Truman’s interest in 
the fate of the displaced Jews, 
Dr. Wise testified that President 
Wilson told a group of Jewish 
leaders, including himself, that 
the foundations of a Jewish com 
monwealth should be laid in Pal- 
estine. “None of us dreamed thal 
we would remain a minority 
there,” he stated, adding that a 
minority status for Jews in Pa! 
estine would be unbearable. 

Dr. Wise expressed confidence 
that a poll of the British people 
would reveal the “overwhelming 
majority” as differing from some 
politicians, and as saying “th: 
Jews should have Palestine.’ 
American Christian people, he 
said, have been in complete sym- 
pathy with Zionist aims and as- 
pirations. 

Dr. Wise began his testimony 
by intimating strongly to the 
committee that he believed any 
further inquiries into the Pales- 
tinian situation were fruitless, 
since “the facts are known and 
have been considered over a pe- 
riod of years.” | 

He interspersed his exposition

SAMUEL BARRON, who is so sweet to me, read in the De- 
cember issue of New Palestine a review of the Yiddish press on the 
Palestine question by a guy named Reichenstein. He thought it was 
terrible stuff and he called attention to the fact that there was a 
dangerous man writing for the New Palestine. A week later he 
made a discovery: “For we have it on very excellent authority that 
Mr. Reichenstein is none other than M. Z. Frank, a regular con- 
tributor to the Forward.” Evidently, Mr. Barron had to bribe some- 
body on the ZOA staff in Washington or get a personal enemy of 
mine or a fellow-traveler on the staff or somebody with a loose 
tongue to discover the terrible mystery that Reichenstein is none 
other than M. Z. Frank.

SAMUEL BARRON is a bright fellow. He figured it all out. It 
is a “disguise.”

So “Smart Sammy the 
Sleuth” warns the editors of The New Palestine not to be taken in 
by the terrible Reichenstein-Frank, 

Smart boy, Sammy. But watch out, Sammy boy. When a com- 
munist gets real smart, they first make him a leader and later liqui- 
date him. However, if I were a friend of Sammy’s I wouldn’t worry 
too much about his safety. Anybody who has to employ detectives 
to find out that M. Z. Frank writes for the New Palestine may 
someday become a Communist leader but not one who would be 
liquidated for an excess of brain-power

M. Z. FRANK has been a regular contributor both of the For- 
ward and of the New Palestine for several years now. Whenever he 
has to write two articles in the same issue, whether in the Forward 
or in the New Palestine, he signs his name to one article and his 
initials or the name he bore in Russia, before arriving in Canada, 
in 1913, to the other. That name is Reichenstein. In the December 
issue of the New Palestine I had my regular “National Press in Re- 
view” and a special article on the reactions of the Yiddish Press to 
the Palestine situation. I quoted the three large Yiddish dailies 
which mould and represent Jewish public opinion in this country— 
the Forward, the Morning Journal and the Day. Of the three, the 
Forward has by far the largest circulation, but it cannot be said of 
it that it moulds public opinion on Palestine in the same way as 
does the Morning Journal 

Rather, it is behind the public in this respect. Its official policy 
used to be to ignore Zionism and even to fight it. Some twenty years 
ago that policy began to change considerably and today there are 
many pronounced Zionists among the leading members of its edi- 
torial staff. 

But its pro-Zionism is still timid and some of the old die-hards 
there are still non-Zionists. In the struggle against Bevin’s policies, 
the Forward is even more timid, because it is eommitted to support 
the Labor Party in Britain and Forward writers are loath to admit 
a Laborite Minister can be wrong, still less that the party can be 
vicious against Jews. 


+ > * 


NEVERTHELESS, the indignation against Britain has been so 
strong that some of the strongest editorials have appeared in the 
Forward. Other papers were more pronounced. By quoting strong 
editorials in the Forward I indicated the extent of Jewish resentment 
against British policies in Palestine today. Incidentally, I have now 
and then criticized both the Forward and The New Leader for their 
naive faith in the Laborite Government in Britain. 

As I said, I quoted the three main New York dailies. I did not 
quote the Toronto Hebrew Journal, nor the Montreal Daily Eagle, 
nor the very excellent,weekly of the Labor Zionists, Yiddisher Kem- 
fer, nor the Zukunft, nor Dos Yiddishe Folk, nor the Yiddishe 
Wochenbliatt, nor any other Yiddish publication except the three 
named. ,As a sample of Jewish public opinion, the three dailies, 
with their combined circulation of a quarter of a million were 
enough for my purpose. 

NOR DID I QUOTE the Communist Morning Frieheit—for two 
reasons. In the first place, its circulation is very small. In the sec- 
ond place, it reflects not the view of the average Jew interested 
in his people but of the Moscow government. I carefully read all 
the editorials in the Freiheit which appeared during those few 
weeks with which I dealt. Not one editorial mentions large Jewish 
immigration into Palestine. 

In fact, I do not recall a single editorial utterance which clearly 
calls for opening the doors of Palestine wide. My emphasis is on 
the words “Large” and “wide,” and I speak of responsible editorial 
comment—not of the odd article by Samuel Barron. Which means 
that Russia, while playing both sides, the Jewish and the Arabs, is 
still sitting on the fence, as far as the most crucial issue of the 
whole Palestine problem is concerned. You can abolish the White 
Paper and still keep Jewish immigration into Palestine down to a 
trickle.

JEWS BREAK OUT OF «CAMP AS 
TRAINS WAIT TO RETURN THEM

BERLIN—When municipal officials went this week with trans- 


port and three days rations for 1,400 Polish Jews in the Oranien- 
burgerstrasse hostel whom the Soviet authorities had ordered to be 
moved to a camp at Prenzlau, 60 miles north of Berlin, they found 
the building completely empty except for the German charwomen 
clearing up. 

These 1,400 Jews have scat- 
tered over Berlin, presumably in 
the United States, British and 
French sectors. German Jewish 
community officials who run the 
hostel said: “When the Polish 
Jews heard they were to go to the 
camp at Prenzlau, they packed 
their belongings and went. They 
refuse to go back to Poland.” 

At another refugee center in the 
Russian sector, in the Ryker. 
Strasse, six German policemen 
were on duty to prevent 400 Pol- 
ish Jews there from leaving, but 
the refugees stormed the exit, 
swept aside the unarmed police 
and escaped. There are about 
2,000 more Polish Jewish refugees 
in camps in the French sector of 
Berlin and they have not been 
instructed to leave.

THE RECORD of the Morning Freiheit is that in 1929 it ap- 
plauded the Arab massacres of the Jews as a “revolutionary 
struggle” against Jewish imperialism; that it published the names 
and addresses of the leaders of the Haganah so that the Arab ban. 
dits could get them; that it published a cartoon in 1929 worthy of 
Streicher; that its sympathies for Zionism are of very recent origin 
and are as yet not convincing. 

In 1929 six leading Yiddish writers, including the two great 
poets, Leivik and Boraisha, resigned from the Freiheit because, al- 
though non-Zionists, they could not stomach the “party line” which 
approved of massacring Jews.

of the long history of the Zion- 
ist movement with eloquent de- 
nunciations of the treatment of 
the Jewish people “in a Christless 
world, nominally Christian.” 

“The Christian world, and I in- 
clude England, of course, in the 
Christian world, suffered 6,000,- 
000 of the people of Jesus of Naz- 
areth to die in a most horrible 
manner,” he said. “The Chris- 
tian world owes the Jews some 
reparation.” 

Saying that “we have grown 
utterly and completely discour- 
aged with minority status,” Dr. 
Wise read extracts from his 
diary concerning conversations 
with Justice Louis Brandeis, Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson and Ar- 
thur Balfour as far back as 1916, 
indicating that there was not then 
any idea of keeping the Jews 
permanently in the minority in 
Palestine. 

He announced that he planned 
to hold the next world Zionist 
Congress in Jerusalem “if we can 
secure the permission of His Ma- 
jesty’s august government.” 


Emanuel Neumann 


Dr. Emanuel Neumann at- 
tacked the humanitarian or phil- 
anthropic approach to the Pales- 
tine problem. The fundamental 
question, he declared, was wheth- 
er the essential and established 
rights of the Jewish people with 
respect to Palestine shall or 
shall not be honored. If they 
are, the refugee problem can be 
solved; if not, the refugee prob- 
lem remains “hopelessly insol- 
uble,” he said. 

Neumann referred to the fail- 
ure which followed efforts to 
deal with the refugee problem in 
the Evian Conference called in 
1938 by the late President Roose- 
velt, the Bermuda Conference in 
1943, and by the War Refugee 
Board in this country, recently 
dissolved. “The so-called humani- 
tariag approach,” Neumann as- 
serted, “which avoided the con- 
troversial issue of Palestine re- 
sulted in the continued destruc- 
tion of human life.” 

Citing the case of Oswego, 
Neumann said: “If 900 refugees 
from Nazi Europe already on 
American soil constituted a 
‘problem’ and had to be kept in 
a detention camp for a year and 
a half, what hope or prospect 
is there for the emigration and 
resettlement of hundreds of 
thousands in this or any other 
country halfway acceptable to 
them?” 

Referring to President Tru- 
man’s letter of August 21, 1945, 
asking immediate admission of 
100,000 Jews to Palestine, Neu- 
mann said in comment on the 
failure to admit them: “There 
will be fewer Jews alive in Eu- 
Tope in April and May of 1946 
than there were in July of 
1945.” He then declared: “We 
the Jews of America want no 
more ‘Strumas’ nor do we want 
to go hat in hand begging for 
admission ‘when of right the 
Jews ought to be admitted to 
Palestine.” 

Neumann was asked by the 
chairman of the committee to 
file a brief on the basic docu- 
Ments establishing the Jewish 
right to a national Jewish home- 
land in Palestine. This, he said, 
the Zionist Organization of 
America would do. 

“The land laws (restricting 
Jewish land ownership) in Pal- 
@stine are vestigial remains of 
the Nuremberg legislation,” Dr. 
Neumann said, pursuing his at- 
fack on Palestinian Government 
Policy. “The word ‘Jew’ never

imply that the government of 
Palestine had deliberately copied 
Hitlerian methods in dealing with 
the Jews there. 

“The land laws would not have 
been possible before Hitler,” Dr. 
Neumann said, although he de- 
nied the implication in Major 
Manningham-Buller’s question. 


Robert Nathan 


Robert Nathan, consulting 
economist, asserted that Pales- 
tine can advantageously absorb 
615,000 to 1,125,000 displaced 
Jews within the next ten years. 
Mr. Nathan recently completed a 
two-year study of the economic 
potentialities of Palestine, under- 
taken by him and his associates 
for the American Palestine Insti- 
tute of New York. 

Severely critical of present 
governmental policy in Palestine, 
Mr. Nathan’s remarks precip- 
itated a debate in which Justice 
Sir John E. Singleton, British 
chairman, indicated clearly that 
he and his colleagues would un- 
dertake to defend past policies of 
the British Government in deal- 
ing with Palestine. 

The committee met in the 
State Department’s small ornate 
conference room, with seating ca- 
pacity for about fifty members 
of the public. 

Mr. Nathan said the 615,000 
new immigrants his studies led 
him to believe Palestine could 
shelter would mean an increase 
of three per cent a year in the 
Jewish population. He added that 
the figure of 1,125,000 would 
mean a yearly increase of five 
per cent. Land holdings by Jews 
would increase from the present 
level of 5.9 per cent of the total 


in Palestine to 10 per cent if the 
immigration of 1,125,000 were 
permitted, he added. 

When Maj. Reginald E. Man- 
nins‘uam-Buller, Member of Par- 
liaraent, joined the British chair- 
man in expressing concern lest 
further Jewish land acquisition 
in Palestine increase Arab resent- 
ment, Mr. Nathan replied that 
the only Arabs who were discon- 
tented with the land policy were 
those who were prevented by 
Government edict from selling 
to Jews at inflated prices. 

Wilfred F. Crick, economic ad- 
viser to the Midland Bank, asked 
whether Mr. Nathan and his as- 
sociate had taken into account 
the probable shrinkage of indus- 
trial activity in Palestine as the 
result of the closing of war-in- 


duced industries. Sir Frederick 
Leggett, former deputy secretary 
of the Ministry of Labor and Na- 
tional Service, wanted to know 
if the Jewish Federation of La- 
bor would permit an influx of 
thousands of unskilled laborers. 
Mr. Nathan said that the level 
of technical knowledge had _ in- 
creased materially in Palestine 
during the war and that the 
country would shortly be advan- 
tageously placed in a condition 
of world tightness of materials, 
of which it could be an exporter. 
On the labor question he said: 
“Palestine is the only country 
I know in the world where or- 
ganized labor favors immigra- 
tion.” : 
The economist had previously 
estimated that about $2,000,000,- 
000 of new capital would be re- 
quired to settle 615,000 immi- 
grants in Palestine, over a ten- 
year period. Under existing reg- 
ulations, he explained, about 75 
per cent of all capital imports 
into Palestine arrived with the 
immigrants and 25 per cent was 
supplied by outside donations. 


Henry Monsky 


Henry Monsky, co-chairman of 
the American Jewish Conference, 
presented the committee with a 
four-point program and a call 
for abolition of the White Paper 
as “a prerequisite not only to the 
proper solution of the Palestine 
problem but to the elimination of 
anti-Semitism throughout the 
world.” The Conference program 
proposed: 

1. Immediate announcement by 
the responsible powers of 
their intention to reconstitute 
Palestine “as a free and demo- 
cratic Jewish commonwealth.” 

2. Immediate abolition of all ex- 
isting restrictions on free Jew- 
ish immigration into Palestine 
and on the right of Jews to 
purchase land and settle on it 
there. 

3. Vesting of the Jewish Agency 

for Palestine with full author- 

ity over immigration into Pal- 
estine and with necessary pow- 
ers to upbuild the country. 

4. Extension to the Jewish Agen- 
cy of the necessary financial 
and technical facilities on an 
intergovernmental basis to ex- 
pedite large scale Jewish im- 
migration and settlement. 
Monsky called the committee’s 

attention to the resolution adopt- 

ed by both houses of Congress 
as reflecting declaration of tra- 
ditional American policy. He 
said it would be “unfortunate” 
if the committee limited its ef- 
forts to finding a sanctuary for 
Jewish displaced persons. This, 
he declared, is a temporary situ- 
ation and would contribute little 
to the long range solution which 
has been “too long delayed.” He 
said Palestine offers security, 
peace of mind and opportunity 
for normal development, “if the 

Balfour Declaration is carried 

out.” 

Judge Hutcheson asked Mon- 
sky whether he believed that 
Jews can “never” live in Europe 
in the future, or cannot “now” 
live there. Monsky replied that 
he hoped “this is not the end of 
Jews in Europe,” and said that 
France, Belgium, Holland and 
other European countries could 
certainly afford opportunities for 
European Jews. 

A 42-page memorandum sub- 
mitted by the American Zionist 
Emergency Council to the com- 
mittee was praised by Hutcheson 
as “a very valuable document.” 
The memorandum cites the basic 
Zionist and British declarations 
with regard to a national home 
in Palestine, refutes attempts to 
“distort” Palestine into a “racial” 
or “theocratic” state, recites the 
history of international negotia-

tions on the subject and cites 
among others, the late David 
Lloyd’ George as stating no one 
ever dreamed of restricting 
Jews to a permanent minority 
in Palestine. It includes—using 
the identical phrasing—the four 
demands presented by the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference as well 
as a request that the Jewish 
Agency participate in any inter 
national commission dealing wth 
Palestine. 


Earl Harrison 

Harrison, who studied the po- 
sition of the displaced Jews in 
Europe as a special representa- 
tive of President Truman, told 
the Committee that the main 
solution, and in many ways “the 
only one,” for the Jewish sur- 
vivors in the camps for displaced 
persons lies in the quick evacu- 
ation to Palestine of the non- 
repatriable refugees wishing to 
emigrate there. He expressed the 
hope that the inquiry committee 
would strongly recommend some 
kind of international machinery 
to carry out its expected pro- 
posals on resettlement. 

“I hope the committee will not 
spend much time in recommend- 
ing ways in which Jews who do 
not wish to resettle in their 
home countries might be able to 
live in Germany and Austria,” 
Harrison said. He related that 
he had had the possibility of re- 
habilitation of such Jews on 
German soil very much in mind 
during the early part of his mis- 
sion “in order to show our con- 
tempt for and condemnation of 
Nazi policies,” but that after as- 
certaining the wish of the great 
majority in the thirty camps he 
visited to emigrate to Palestine, 
he recognized “how inhuman” it 
would be to force them to re- 
main, merely to prove a point to 
the German people or to avoid 
some very difficult problem. 


Dr. Schwartz 


Dr. Joseph Schwartz, testify- 
ing as European director of the 


Joint Distribution Committee, 
agreed with Harrison that the 
great majority of the displaced 
Jews in Germany and Austria 
must be removed at once. He 
warned of rapidly growing de- 
moralization if they are not 
evacuated. The only’ country 
which has offered quick oppor- 
tunity for removal, he said, is 
Palestine. He estimated that 
eighty to ninety per cent of the 
Polish Jews want to go there. 

In Poland itself, he continued, 
the great majority of Jews are 
“sitting on their valises waiting 
for a chance to get out.” He told 
of a pogrom which took place in 
Cracow, which he visited a week 
after it occurred, and of an at- 
tack on a Jewish orphanage at 
Rabke, the only one in Poland, 
which had to be closed after be- 
ing bombed. It was only a re- 
sult of chance, he said, that no 
Jewish children were killed. It 
requires no conspiracy, as Gen. 
Morgan charged, for Jews to 
leave Poland, the JDC director 
emphasized. In all of Poland, he 
said, there are today about 5,000 
Jewish children and no more 
than 100 tintact Jewish families. 

Dr. Schwartz pointed out that 
admission to the United States 
under the existing quota laws, 
even in view of President Tru- 
man’s recent order, was not a 
solution, since about 60,000 Pol- 
ish Jews are waiting for release 
from Germany alone. With 
6,500 visas available for all 
Poles, he pointed out, it would 
take ten years to bring in the 
Polish Jews even if all visas 
were to be given io Jews which 
is not contemplated. There are 
10,000 Hungarian Jews who want 
to leave, and only 800 visas a 
year for all Hungarians, he add- 
ed. 

Of the 1,200,000 Jewish childa- 
ren up to 14 years old who lived 
in Europe before the war, only 
150,000 have survived, Dr. 
Schwartz continued. Most of 
them are either fully or half or- 
phaned. They suffered all the 
horrors of concentration camp 
life and have had no education. 
“The children do not want to 
stay in places where in many 
cases they saw their parents 
killed,” he testified. 

Every returning Jew in Europe 
made at least ten anti-Semites, 
Dr. Schwartz continued. Every- 
one had some form of Jewish 
property and all were afraid that 
the Jews whose property he held 
would come back to claim it. 
Asked by Sir John Singleton, 
British co-chairman of the Com- 
mittee, whether the Jews’ desire 
to leave Eastern Europe would 
not change if conditions im 
proved, Dr. Schwartz said that 
they had lost too much and that 
they had no confidence in re- 
building their lives there.

Sketches for Orchestra,” was per- 
formed by the Cincinnati Sym- 
phony in 1936 and 1939, an Or- 
atorio, “Watchman, What of the 
Night?” was given its premiere 
by the Cincinnati May Festival in 
1939, and a “Little Symphony” 
was played by the Cincinnati Or- 
chestra in 1941. He has written 
many hymns, music for the syn- 
agogue, three solo services for 
Friday evening, and most recent- 
ly a concert version of the Jewish 
liturgy, for chorus, soloists and 
orchestra.

EVERAL months ago, a “natural” burst on the desks of city er at Thomas Jefferson High 
editors in the newspapers of New York City.

A cop for the past half- 
dozen years, he had never ap- 
peared before any commercial 
stage; yet everyone sensed that 
this remarkable individual was 
going to become a terrific hit in 
his first performance—that of 
“Turiddu” in the melodious “Cav- 
alleria Rusticana.” 

Ian Cosman, who lives in the 
Brownsville section, the teeming 
quarter of Jewry in Brooklyn, 
was that patrolman—and what 
everyone had felt came true. 
Within a fortnight, his name was 
on the lips of every music-lover 
in New York, his picture in vir- 
tually every paper of importance 
in the East. Acclaimed by hard- 
boiled critics, accorded nine cur- 
tain calls by his audience, the 
young Jewish artist was auspi- 
ciously launched on a promising 
career. 

* * + 

ONE WEEK later, he was sum- 
moned back to appear in the 
same part and then a third per- 
formance was scheduled for him. 
When Juan Antonio Rios, presi- 
dent of Chile, was dined at the 
Hotel New Yorker, the sponsors 
passed up many acknowledged 
headliners and asked Cosman to 
sing. The Mutual Broadcasting 
System’s “Popular Panorama” 
program, heard Monday nights, 
featured him in “Vesti la giubba,” 
the clown’s famous aria from 
“Pagliacci.” 

And of course, Ian was signed 
to a contract for next season at 
the New York City Center, scene 
of his initial success. 

How did this remarkable, young 
policeman shoot up overnight in 
this Cinderella role to become one 
of the most-talked of sensations 
in the country? Surely, his was 
a magnificent combination of 
brains and brawn. Indeed, it had 
always been a happy combination 
of talent and strength that had 
made his career possible. It re- 
quired energy to persist in a field 
that was so difficult to become a 
success in, for Cosman had to 
work hard both at a job and at 
music to accomplish his ends. 


* * * 


He NEVER passed up any op- 
portunities when a comparative 
youth to earn a living, while at

the same time bettering his cho- 
ral ambitions. Therefore it wasn’t 
unusual for him to be singing 
in a Jewish synagogue on River- 
side Drive or in a temple on Long 

Island, as part of a four-man 
choir, on Saturday, or high holi- 
days, and on Sundays to sit as a 
member of a musical ensemble 
at an Episcopalian church in New 
York, though his convictions are 
orthodox. 

And, back in 1936 and ’37, he 
was mastering the fine points of 
the classics as a member of Schola 
Cantorum, appearing in concerts 
with the Philharmonic and Bos- 
ton Symphony orchestras. 

Ian always knew he would 
make the grade. “I just love mu- 
sic and I had confidence in my- 
self,” he said. “That was most 
of the battle.’ He met with lit- 
tle difficulty in learning Italian, 
and he mastered German and 
French in little time. Still, he 
has no illusions about the future; 
he knows that it will require 
much study and concentration to 
bring to a culmination the prom- 
ise he has already shown. 

+ * * 

COSMAN’S musical background 
does not derive from any fore- 
bears, but there was a definite 
lyric influence in his family. His 
brother, Max, an English teach- 
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injected songs in his poetry 
classes, and he used to enchant 
his students by taking them to 
the music room of the school 
and singing ballads by Robert 
Burns. As the whims of pro- 
gram-scheduling would have it, 
Ian was cast as a student in the 
fifth term in Max’s class and they 
then resumed a close association 
interrupted when the teacher had 
set up his own home after being 
married. 


One of the most humorous * 


sidelights of Ian’s career was the 
result of this association. Max 
had always fancied himself to be 
a baritone, but three years ago 
the pupil became the teacher and 
Ian changed Max from a baritone 
into a tenor, which was really 
his natural voice. It was Max 
who had encouraged Ian to come 
out for the school’s football team, 
and the younger Cosman did make 
the varsity where he starred as 
a tackle. 
* e * 

SEVERAL YEARS after grad- 
uation from Jefferson High, Ian 
determined to make a go of mu- 
sic. The late Pasquale Amato of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company 
consented to hear iim and so 
pleased was he that Ian was 
awarded a scholarship for one 
year to Louisiana State Univer- 
sity. There he studied opera and 
learned the principal part of 
“Faust”, in which he will prob- 
ably appear next year. He re- 
gretfully declined a second year’s 
scholarship to take advantage of 
the opportunity of becoming a 
policeman, and back he went to 
New York to pound a beat. 

However, Ian was eager for 
any opportunity to sing. The 
New York Police Repartment has 
a celebrated Glee Club and soon 
enough Cosman became the solo 
singer. In between performances, 
he studied at the Chatham Music 
School and under Florence Eas- 
ton, a former soprano with the 
Metropolitan company. When au- 
ditions were announced at the 
City Center last fall, he startled 
the judges by singing some of 
he more difficult arias with ease. 
He was immediately signed, and 
the Police Department readily 
consented to relieve him of duty 
for a week to prepare for his 
auspicious bow. 

+ * * 

LOVING MUSIC as he does, it 
was quite natural for Cosman to 
sing while he worked. The shop- 
keepers along his beat, the chil- 
dren who crossed the streets while 
he held up traffic, the pedestrians 
and drivers who passed by all 
came to know him as “Officer 
Caruso” or humorously as “Of- 
ficer Sinatra.” Jestingly, after he 
had finished humming or singing 
some operatic notes, they bade 
him make off for the Metropol- 
itan. 

Little did they dream that the 
“Singing Cop” would soon op- 
pear on a stage not far away. 
And it was with heightened ad- 
miration that they greeted him 
when he returned to his 51st St. 
Precinct to take up his duties 
anew after his great debut. There 
was none of the “temperament”, 
associated with artists, apparent 
in him. He was still Patrolman 
Cosman, universally admired and 
respected. They well understood 
that in the years that he sup- 
ported his widowed mother, he 
had been compelled to work at 
a job not altogether suited for 
preparation for an operatic ca- 
reer, and he had not gone high- 
hat on them. 

Ian’s favorite story about how 
he first came to feel that he had

Hollander Asks Shapiro Questions; 
Is Told His Record on Advice Poor

NEW YORK — Declaring that 
the Jewish communities of Amer- 
ica will not be deterred from de- 
feating national budgeting by the 
invocation of non-Jewish pres- 
sure on this specifically Jewish 
issue, Ezra Z. Shapiro, Chairman 
of the Committee To Oppose Na- 
tional Budgeting, scored the ac- 
tion of Sidney Hollander, Presi- 
dent of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds, 
who had quoted statements in 
support of national budgeting 
from a letter written by Charles 
P. Taft, Acting Chairman of the 
President’s War Relief Control 
Board. 

Replying to Mr. Hollander’s 
statement, Mr. Shapiro pointed 
out that the President of the 
CJFWF had previously invoked 
the support of non-Jewish offi- 
cials to bring aboht the _ inclu- 
sion of welfare funds in local 
war chests, with the result that 
Jewish causes suffered substan- 
tial losses. “Mr. Hollander’s rec- 
ord of advice on what is good for 
Jewish life in America,” Mr. 
Shapiro declared, “would war- 
rant modesty on his part.” 

Asserting that the Jewish 
communities will resent the em- 
ployment of this device to enlist 
support for the national budget- 
ing plan, Mr. Shapiro said: “Jew- 
ish communities are already be- 
ginning to speak in very deter- 
mined tones to insist that no cen- 
tral committee set up by the 
Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds be empow- 
ered with the determination of 
life and death for Jewish agen- 
cies. Mr. Hollander and _ the 
Council, with all their pretenses 
at being objective, will not deter 
the communities from defeating 
national budgeting by this device 
of invoking non-Jewish pres- 
sure on specifically Jewish is- 
sues.” 





The Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, which during 1945 helped 
arrange transportation and paid 
passage for 82,000 Jewish refu- 
gees to Palestine, allocated $265,-

NEW YORK-—Sidney Holland-

me EADS Congregation for 29th Straight Year” read a recent 


headline in the Jewish Post. The venerable gentleman _ 


holds no special record for his feat, for we have heard of many 
synagogue, lodge, or Ladies’ Aid Society presidents who have held 
their posts for even longer periods of time. The item in question 
serves a_useful purpose, however, in that it calls public attention 
to a disgraceful condition in numerous Jewish communities. 

For rather than be proud of his official longevity, the presi- 


dential Rip Van Winkle should be ashamed of it, and his congre-_ 


gation should be reluctant to admit it. What a sorry commentary 
on communal leadership is presented by. such reports. For unless 
the perpetual office-holder is a sheer genius, something which we 
very, very much doubt, his monopoly of the office constitutes a 
bottle-neck in the development of other personnel in the institu- 
tion. For 29 years no one else has been able to rise to the head 
of the organization, to infuse it with new spirit and new ideas, to 
help it adjust to the revolutionary and drastic changes which have 
ensued in that time. For 29 years no one else has been permitted 
to gain the administrative experience, or to develop the perspec- 
tive of leadership. The result, in institution after institution of 
this sort is a growing sterility in leadership, a drying up of imag: 
ination, a sort of encrustation encumbering movement.

AND THEN we sometimes wonder why we can’t attract the 
young people, the young professional men, into active participa- 
tion in community work! With all our talk of interesting the re- 
turning veterans in Jewish community life, we’re going to get no- 
where, unless some of the entrenched office-holders, who are auto- 
matically and mechanically re-elected by nominating committees 
each year, are suddenly turned out. 

To be sure many of these perennial presidents and secreta- 
ries have done a good job in their day. Many of them assumed 
the positions of leadership when the responsibility couldn’t be 
wished on anyone else. They did their jobs, and did them well, 
but somewhere along the road of time their usefulness ended, and 
that they have failed to recognize. Why, then, are they re-elected?

The introductory chapter

National 
equality became the law of the 
land in the very first days of the 
Revolution, and the Soviet law 
provided severe punishment for 
propaganda advocating racial 
hatred. . . .

Dignity sat 
like a crown on him. 

Yes, it had taken him a long time to get 
there. She thought that , — 
prove that a good man as 
his case just went to 
can’t be kept down too 
long. There were all the 
years when he sat at 
the feet of the big-shots 
at all the banquets. 
Now Israel was sitting 
at his feet, you might 
Say. 
It was a big Jewish occasion in our town 
amid the glitter of the Hall of Mirrors in his 
best hotel. Segal’s friends twitted him about 
it. They recalled columns of his in which 
he had made envious light of gentlemen who 
sit at speakers’ tables and now he was there 
among them. 

His friends winked ironically at him from 
their lowly places in the banquet hall and 
Segal replied by throwing out his chest and 
looking like a stuffed shirt, indeed. 

Segal himself was not unaware of the 
stately spot he had attained in Israel. Now he 
had become a man of important dignity who, 
by reason of that, couldn’t let himself go so 
far as to pull anybody’s nose anymore in his 
columnar way. He must watch his step. 

* * * 

AFTER THYS, as one who had been allowed 
to ascend to the speakers’ table, he must say 
only the becoming things that people like 
to hear or read about themselves. He had 
been a kind of playboy in his column who 
liked to step on toes and tweek noses. 

No, no, Segal, nothing more of that. You 
must reform and conform. A man who has 
risen to the speakers’ table in Israel must 
guard his new status; he must learn to say 
nothing in particular beautifully. 

He must offend no one, keeping in mind 
that the one he offends may be just the one 
who might have made a sizeable contribution 
to something or other. 

Yet, Segal, even in this moment of being 
high in Israel, couldn’t break himself of his 
old columnar habits. If you are a columnist 
you are always thinking of what may make 
a column for you in next week’s issue. The 
columnar weeks just crowd one on another. 

Segal had no speech to give at the speakers’ 
table; he was just one of the decorative pieces 
there. So he had plenty of time to meditate 
on the matter of his next column in relation 
to his new elevation. He applied his mind to 
the question: What does a man high up at the 
speakers’ table think about? 





Well, Segal was thinking he would like to 
be away somewhere playing rummy. Over 
there, down below, sat his-old rummy partner 
looking awfully uncomfortable and wonder. 
ing why he ever let himself in for this. 

He was noticeably ill at ease as the steenth 
speaker arose and his troubled contenance 
suggested the question: Why do there have 
to be so many talkers in Israel? Rummy 
games are so much nicer; nobody talks much, 


People just sit around, and for once Israel 
isn’t talking. Israel has no problem except 
how to schneider. 

Segal’s mind wandered around the banquet 
hall: That’s a fine-looking woman over there! 


But that other one at the same table! Why 
does she have to make up like that? Can't 
women ever be made to understand the lovely 
significance of wrinkles? Wrinkles are the 
beautiful record of experience and character 
and why does she have to plaster her face to 
hide them? Segal would like to tel] her. 


+ * 


THE NEXT MOMENT, THOUGH, he be. 
came conscious again of his new dignity at 
the speakers’ table, and what would people 
say if they could discover that he was giving 
his mind to such trivia as women’s faces? 

The contenance of a man at the speakers’ 
table should have a look of deep absorption 
in the affairs of Israel. People should feel 
that at the speakers’ table, anyway, sit men 
who can be trusted with all the problems. 
A man at the Speakers’ table should bear 
a reasonable facsimile of profound wisdom 
and what would the public think of its leaders 
if it knew that from high position Segal’s 
mind was pondering upon women? 

Segal snapped out of this for a moment. 
He cupped his chin in his hand and took on 
the solemnity of the other thinkers at the 
long table. Now his wife could feel certain 
that here was a man in whom Israel could 
have faith; he looked the part of a prophet, 
as prophetic as any of them, you might say. 

But soon Segal again was forgetting his 
position and his part. He was looking at Zilch 
down there at the right. Zilch, too, used to be 
a big man in Israel. Zilch for chairman of the 
Committee on Saving Israel for Torah. Zilch 
for chairman of the Committee to Raise 
Money for This and That. Zilch for chairman 
of the Comittee to Get Rid of the Mortgage, 
Zilch was at all the speakers’ tables. 

All that was in the time when stories of 
fabulous fortune was being told about Zilch; 
he was one of the bigger men of Israel until 
adversity overtook him in the depression. 
Now Zilch was sitting down below and this 
Segal was sitting high, looking down, though 
Zilch remains the same fine gentleman he 
used to be. 

Contemplating Zilch, Segal could feel hum- 
ble and his starched front subsided. Yes, he 
mused, what goes up may come down and the 
time may come when you, too, Segal, will be 
kicked in the pants. 

It seems he will have to keep on being a 
columnist instead of dignitary. He can’t be 
reformed even by the respectable environ- 
ment of a speakers’ table. He will probably 
continue to tweek noses and step on toes.

Known as the dean of 
Hebrew literature, Sokolow was 
also one of the foremost Jewish 
diplomats and scholars of modern 
times. He was one of the prin- 
cipal Jewish figures at the Paris 
Peace Conference who helped to 
obtain certain rights not only for 
the Jewish people but for other 
minorities after World War I. 
Specializing in philosophy and 
modern languages, Sokolow con- 
tributed to the leading European 
journals in various languages. 
He could read and write in He- 
brew, Yiddish, English, Polish, 
Russian, French, Greek, Italian, 
German and other languages. 
The crowning achievement of his 
Zionist labors came in 1931 when 
he was elected president of the 
World Zionist Organization. Still 
later, in 1935, when Weizmann 
again became president of the 
W.Z.O., Nachum Sokolow became 
president of the Keren Hayesod, 
the Palestine Foundation Fund.

ELL, Girls, in every war against oppression 

W there have been women martyrs, mostly 

“ynheralded and unsung.” But in this last World 

War II—let’s hope it is THE LAST war—one wom- 

an martyr’s name will live forever in the memories 
of Jews everywhere. 

I said woman, but she was just a young girl 
In her brief life of 23 years she was idealist and 
dreamer, organizer and doer, bearer of “a mes- 
sage to Garcia” for the Allies, a parachutist in 
the Palestine Corps operating through enemy 
countries, caught and thrown into prison then 
shot by the Nazis. 

That girl was Hannah Szenes. 

She was the daughter of assimilated parents 
in Budapest, Hungary, the city where Theodore 
Herzl, the founder of Zionism was born. How 
she came into contact with the movement for 
Jewish emancipation is not known. But at the 
age of nineteen, in Sept. 1939 to be exact, she 
was on her way to Palestine to enter the agri- 
cultural school for girls in Nahalal. She became 
an active organizer of groups who would go to 
live in communal settlements, work in the fields, 
the barns, the common kitchens of Kvutzoth. In 
1942 she was a member of a group in Caesaria 
near Khadera, S’dot Yam (Hebrew for Water- 
fields). 

One day they were told about a call to young 
people for service in a parachute corps, to go on 
special missions into Europe. Three girls volun- 
teered. One of them Hannah Szenes. There was a 
special reason for her enlistment—she would go 
back to the land of her birth no matter how dan- 
gerous that might be. Her mother was still in Buda- 
pest—or was she? The Nazis were killing Jews 


Her mission took her first to Yugoslavia 
where she spent several months with local par- 
tisans in the movement for liberation. On June 
10, 1944, she crossed the border into Hungary, 
secretly. She found her mother in a Budapest 
prison. She could do nothing about that. At least 
one burning desire was assuaged. She spoke 
with her mother. Now she could go on with her 
work But on July 11th she was caught, shot and 
killed. Her body rests in the Jewish cemetery 
there. But her spirit lives on in the memory of 
her comrades in Palestine, and in the hearts of 
Jews throughout the world. 

Her name will not die—it is emblazoned on 


motor schooner that has been doing courageous duty 
in the Mediterranean. The Hannah Szenes, like its 
namesake, carries this inscription on its flag: “Let 
this ship be the symbol for six million brethren in *. * ® 
farflung dispersion.” Like the martyred girl whose 
name this brave ship bears, it has brought hope of 
survival and a new life to refugees from Europe 
whose goal was Palestine.

The dying year of 1945 brought to a close the 
life of a well known liberal Jewish writer. Manya 
Gordon Strunsky, author and wife of a member 
of the editorial board of the New York Times, 
died at the age of 63. Manya Gordon came to 
this country from Kiev, Russia, at the age of 14. 
She could not desert her comrades in the strug- 
gle for freedom in Czarist Russia, and was in- 
strumental in furthering their cause among lib- 
erals in this country. She interested many pub- 
lic figures in her efforts to raise money to 
facilitate the entry of Russian refugees into the 
United States. She helped them find employ- 
ment, adjust to the new environment. She wrote 


many articles on economics and literature in 
leading magazines like Harpers, The Forum, The 
North American Review, The Saturday Review 
of Literature. Her death interrupted a special 
volume which she was working on, critical stu- 
dies on, critical studies in Russian literature. It 
is the hope of those who knew her that her hus- 
band, Simon Strunsky, will find solace in com- 
pleting the work.

x ES, I would like to observe Sabbath 
pe in our home,” said my friend,

Rabbi S. H. Markowitz in his book, “Lead- 
ing a Jewish Life in the Modern World” 
describes a home Sabbath service that is ac- 
ceptable even in the homes where all re- 
ligious observance has been lacking until now.

FIRST OF ALL he suggests that the moth- 
er and children share in the Sabbath prepara- 
tions. Even if the house work is done by 
iservants there are certain duties which 
should be done by the family. Polishing the 
candle-sticks, putting the candles in them, 
and placing the Challah and wine on the 
table all add to the festival atmosphere, which 
children enjoy. 

When the mother lights the candles, Rabbi 
Markowitz offers these prayers in addition 
to the Hebrew Blessing: 

1. May our home be consecrated, O God, by 
Thy light. May it shine upon us all in 
blessing, as the light of love and truth, 
the light of peace and good will. 

2. May the Sabbath light bring peace to our 
hearts and shed the blessings of peace 
upon our home. 

3. Boruch Ato Adonoy Elohenu Melech ho- 
olom asher kid’shonu b’mitsovosov v’'tsiv- 
onu l’hadlik ner shel Shabos.

Candies and other products made with a gelatin base are Kosher 
if that gelatin is kosher gelatin, made of a certain seaweed called 
Kelp. At the present time there are at least three kosher gelatin 
products on the market. Thy are “Kojel’ and “Jelkwik”, both 
manufactured in Chicago. If Kosher Marshmallows are not avail- 
able, here is a simple recipe for making Marshmallows at home: 

HOME-MADE MARSHMALLOWS, Basic Recipe 
2 tablespoons gelatin % teaspoon salt 
4 cup cold water 1 teaspoon vanilla 
%4 cup boiling water 3 tablespoons confectioners’ 
2 cups sugar sugar 

Soak the gelatin in cold water about 5 minutes. Boil sugar and 
water till it reaches the soft ball stage, 238 degrees F. Combine the 
soaked gelatin with vanilla and salt, and slowly pour the syrup in 
while beating with a fork until cool and thickened. Turn this mix. 
ture into a buttered square cake pan, smoothing the top evenly. 
Dust with confectioners’ sugar and let stand overnight. Cut into 
small squares and roll each square in confectioners’ sugar. The 
pan may be greased with vegetable shortening, peanut oil or corn oil.

Variations may be made by adding % to % cup chopped nuts, can- 
died fruits finely cut, dates, figs or raisins that are chopped 
or cut into tiny bits. Add nuts or fruit after beating. 

Here’s a delicious Gelatin base dessert salad you can prepare 
in advance and keep in the refrigerator till serving time. 
PINEAPPLE-CHEESE RING 
pound cream cheese %ecup mayonnaise or salad 
1 cup drained crushed pine- dressing 
apple, canned 1 tablespoon lemon gelatin 

% teaspoon salt 2 tablespoons cold water 

cup chopped nuts % cup boiling water 

cup chopped green pepper, 1 tablespoon lemon juice 

optional % cup hot pineapple juice 
3 tablespoons sugar 

Mash cheese with a fork, add salt, nuts, mayonnaise and green 

pepper. Moisten gelatin in cold ter and let stand 5 to 10 minutes. 

Stir in the hot water and fruit juices in the softened gelatin and 

add sugar. Combine with the cheese mixture as soon as _ cool. 

Turn into a ring mold that has been rinsed in cold water. Chill 

at least 1 hour or till set. Unmold just before serving time by 

dipping the bottom of the ring mold in hot water. Invert a large 
round plate over the mold and deftly turn back so that the ring 
mold will release the cheese ring on the plate. Serve this with 

decorations of lettuce, chicory or a mixture of both. Serves 8. 
DRESSING FOR PINEAPPLE-CHEESE RING 

% cup pineapple juice 2 eggs ? 
% cup orange and lemon juice A dash of salt 
Beat egg yolks in top of double boiler and stir in fruit juices. 

Place over boiling water, keeping the water hot till the egg and 

fruit juice mixture thickens. Stir in the salt and beat or stir brisk- 

ly for 1 minute. Remove from heat and let the mixture cool. Just 
before serving time, beat the egg whites to a stiff froth and fold 
into the dressing ,lightly, with a fork. Serve the dressing sepa- 

rately or pour over the cheese ring. Or, serve the dressing in a 

footed compote dish set in the center of the cheese ring and serve 

at table with a small compote ladle.

Your comments tell me _ what 
parts of the paper are meeting 
with your acceptance, and guide 
us in selecting new features and 
retaining old ones.

Menachem Wities of New York 
writes: I deplore the removal of 
Abba Salzman’s column “Over 
Twenty-five”. As a college senior 
myself, not only did I see first- 
hand the accuracy of his obser- 
vations, but also his promulga- 
tion of the problem that in young, 
thinking men and women should 
be found the strength, instead of 
as today, the weakness of Ameri- 
can Jewish life. The column of 
Mrs. Carl Alpert easily rates as 
some of the best writing in your 
newspaper. 

One column in your paper 
causes me a great amount of 
thought. It is really necessary 
to ponder why, in a paper of the 
calibre of the Jewish Post a col- 
umn like Al Segal’s is kept. Pos- 
Sibly the editor means to say to 
the anti-Zionists, and associated 
assimilationists—“See, you have 
a corner, too.” Possibly, the edi- 
tor includes it to show the sickly 
smug, complacent, un-erudite and 
illogical philosophy that so many 
American Jews proudly possess. 
It is even possible that the edi- 
tor includes it mainly to illus- 
trate a pathological case, but this 
' is doubtful. Certainly, in the pre- 
| tentious and stupid column “On 
- Being a Jew” even Mr. Segal hits 


a previously unattainable low. 

I agree with you on the impor- 
tance of the Anglo-Jewish press. 
Not only should the Zionist orzan- 
izations, as you point out, con- 
sider the A. J. Press, but should 
in fact back it by encouraging 
their members to subscribe. This 
is only another example >f the 
limited breadth of vision, educa- 
tionally speaking of our Zionist 
organizations. 

Aside from the disagreements 
mentioned, I enjoy the newspa- 
per thoroughly. Your news cov- 
erage is adequate, although why 
a coverage like I. F. Stone’s ar- 
ticles on Palestine in PM, could 
not be in the Jewish Post, I fail 
to see. 

The “woman’s page”, the sports 
page, the movie page, although 
not particularly appealing to me, 
are necessary for a paper that 
desires large circulation. The 
“Children’s page” is done bad- 
ly. The Talmudic stories, in bet- 
ter format, and the column “This 
Week in Jewish History” should 
be retained. The Bible Stories, 
which are never printed too well 
should be omitted. They are 
poorly done in the original, and 
have had a very wide circulation, 
so that reprinting is only repe- 
titious to many readers. It should 
be possible to obtain a new comic 
strip, like Herb Kaufman’s strip 
in “World Over”. The Yiddish 
Classics could be done in comic 
strip form with gratifying re- 
sults. 

The columns “New York” by 
M. Z. Frank, Digest of the Jewish 
Press, and the Book column are 
good, especially~Theodore Lewis’ 
Book Column. The gossip col- 
umn’s of Smolar and Biron are 
only fair. The features “Your 
Name,” and “Jewish Oddities” are 
interesting. 

It is, of course, doubtful if 
you’re. still reading this letter. 
But if by chance you are, let me 
conclude with a word on the ‘pol- 
icy of your newspaper. The long 
articles by Morgenstern and Kap- 
lan, etc. ... are admirable. The 
work on the HUC was very well 
done, and certainly dispelled a 
lot of misinformation existing in 
the minds of many non-Reform 
Jews. 


Nonetheless, I think it would 
be a great mistake to allow your 
fine paper to become, even by in- 
ference, a house organ for Re- 
form. Certainly similar spreads 
on the J.T.S. and the Yeshiva 
University would do no harm, 
and carping criticism by Al Se- 
gal on non-Reform should be 
omitted.

No Elections Studied Policy Of American Jewish deities 


ROM the continued and studied silence of 
the American Jewish Conference on the 
request for new elections, it becomes appar- 
ent that the question was discussed fully by 
the Interim Committee and that the silence is 
a deliberate policy. 

Why the new elections were not called is 
obvious too. The Conference did not wish to 
stir up again the same turmoil and conflict in 
the American Jewish Community as took place 
at the first (and only) elections three years 
ago. The Post recognizes this situation too, 
but The Post believes that only through new 
elections has the Conference a chance to as- 
pire to the place its original mandate indicated 
it might reach, that of the one responsible, 
democratic Jewish organization in the United 
States speaking for almost all of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community, and recognized as such 
by both the Jew and the non-Jew. 

In failing to answer either the letter or the 
wire of Mr. Shoolem Ettinger, president of the 
Indianapolis Zionist District, asking for a new 
election in Indianapolis, additional testimony is 


adduced that the Conference- controllers are 
determined to run rough-shod over all oppo- 
sition opinion. This is unfortunate, The Post 
believes. The Post also believes that the date 
of the Conference was set less than ten weeks 
from the time of the announcement in order 
to be able to use the alibi that there was noi 
time, in view of the urgency of the world 
situation, to call for new elections. 

The Interim Committee does not seem to 
realize in how low regard the Conference is 
held in most parts of the country. Otherwise 
they would not have dared to tempt the anger 
of the American Jewish community by using 
such high-handed tactics. 

No American Jewish organization has as yet 
any experience with true representative gov- 
ernment, and it is just possible that the 
delegates to the Conference who were ham- 
strung at the first two sessions, and who from 
preliminary notices are due for more of the 
same at the third session, may revolt, throw 
out the Interim and the General Committee 
and conduct an honest convention. 


Moving Closer Together 


HE historian of the future is going to re- 

cord that the bitter strife among Ameri- 

can Jewish organizations on the Zionist ques- 

tion in the year 1945 was not warranted by 

the difference between the announced positions 
of these organizations. 

Now that the American Council for Judaism 
has wired its protest to President Truman 
against the closing of the doors of Palestine 
to Jewish immigration, all national organiza- 
tions—the Zionist groups, the American Jew- 
ish committee, and the American Council for 
Judaism are registered as agreeing on this 
point—Palestine as a haven of refuge. 

Then since the Committee is for a Jewish 
State when the Jews become a majority in 
Palestine, the agreement on a Jewish state 
between them and the Zionist groups differ 
only in the matter of timing.

The American Council for Judaism is unal- 
terably opposed to a Jewish state, but judg- 
ing from its recent pronouncements which ap- 
prove of Palestine as a haven for Jews, the 
group must intend to carry through its own 
logic and is now willing to contribute funds 
to Palestine so that the making possible of 
the land as a place of refuge will be imple- 
mented. 


So that the three groups, all supposed to be 
fighting one another, are not so far apart as 
their bitterness, one against the other would 
indicate. 


Zionist education, the hopeless picture in Eu- 
rope and the indifference of the nations of 
the world are having their effect on the view- 
points of the non and anti-Zionist organiza- 
tions.

How Evangelist Spoke to High School Stu- 
dent Body Calling For Converts to Christianity 
Told By Maj. Isador Moscovitz, Publisher of 
the Southern Jewish Monthly (Jacksonville, 
Fla.)—The place of Jewish students in the 
public school system of Jacksonville is reach- 
ing a point where it demands the concentrated 
attention of the entire Jacksonville Jewish 
Community. The events which have taken 
place can no longer be ignored or hush-hushed. 
To detour the problem is to invite more compli- 
cations. 

The situation at Lee High School has be- 
come so disagreeable that several students of 
Jewish faith have felt obliged to transfer to 
more hospitable schools. The atmosphere cre- 
ated in many of our schools wherein religious 
instruction is given through release time, and 
where religious songs are sung during music 
periods has led to a situation in which Jewish 
students have felt an infringment upon their 
inherent right of freedom of conscience and 
religion granted by a democratic form of gov- 
ernment. 


Although national representative rabbinical 
bodies have taken such action which calls for 
the cessation of the singing of Christmas carols 
in the schools, localities such as Jacksonville 
have taken no step in giving serious considera- 
tion to the problem. Inasmuch as educational 
policies in schools are controlled by local boards 
rather than national forces it is the local groups 
which are at a better advantage to deal with 
the problem, and it is a problem which, in our 


opinion, will continue to grow worse unless 
met with direct action. 

Several years ago when the project of re. 
lease time for religious instruction in the public 
school system of Duval County was proposed 
the Southern Jewish Weekly pointed out the 
dangers of such a practice. Although the right 
of coming into the schools is open to all faiths 
and denominations, and Christian ministers 
and laymen constantly reiterate their inten- 
tions of good-will, the threat of one group 
abusing the privilege given them through an 
over-zealous program is always present. 

An example of what we mean is the occur- 
rence which came to our attention recently 
when a minister addressed an assembly at An- 
drew Jackson High School, and asked the stu- 
dents by a show of hands which accepted Jesus 
as Christ. Then he proceeded to “save the 
souls” of those who professed to believe dif- 
ferently. According to reports there was a 
show of several hands to indicate that some 
converts had been made. The meeting was con- 
cluded with the singing of spirituals familiar 
in all revival sessions The Jewish students of 
Andrew Jackson were given no indication of 
the purpose of the assembly when their class 
period was interrupted by the call to the audi. 
torium. 

The principal of the school stated to your 
editor that he did not know in advance what 
the minister would preach on, and he repeated 
that any religious group might call him for 
an auditorium period during which they could 
command the platform.

SAYS GROSSINGERS CONDUCTS SERVICES 
PROPERLY, BUT NOT OTHER HOTELS 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Several weeks ago, you criti- 
cized summer resort hotels which 
conduct mushroom High Holiday 
services and thus lure people 
away from their community syn- 
agogues. I am in accord with 
your point of view. It is hardly 
ethical to the Jewish People as 
a whole for hotels which are so 
far from Jewish life that they do 
not observe the laws of Kashruth 
to advertise High Holy Day Serv- 
ices or Passover Services. It is 
not ethical for resort hotels 
whether they observe the laws of 
Kashruth or not to advertise in 
the same item Holy Day Services 
and sports activities; it is noth- 
ing but a mockery. Finally, it is 
completely wrong even for ho- 
tels which do observe the laws 
of Kashruth but do not have reg- 
ular Synagogue services all 
through the year or through their 
season to institute services for 
the Holy Day season only. That 
is palpably a business move and 
is not conditioned by loyalty to 
Jewish tradition. People come to 
such resorts and spend their 
money they would otherwise con- 
tribute to the upkeep of their 
community synagogue by way of 
donation to appeals and purchase 
of seats. 

However, I do differ with you 
on your inclusion of the Gros- 
singer Hotel in your comment. 
The Grossinger Hotel is open all 
year; it has a regular synagogue 
open every day of the year; it

In a recent column of Phineas 
J. Biron, there appeared certain 
statements under the heading of 
“Miscellany.” One, “The Anti- 
Defamation League advises An- 
glo-Jewish papers to publish Ford 
advertising.” Two, “Doesn’t the

In deference to the facts, we 
believe it important to advise 
that the Anti-Defamation League 
has not advised Anglo-Jewish pa- 
pers to publish Ford advertising.

Semites and it answers such in- 
quiries in accordance with its 
best knowledge. Where such in- 
quiries come from the Anglo- 
Jewish press, that press is then 
at liberty to make its own de- 
cisions. 


Respecting the query as to 
whether or not the Anti-Defama- 
tion League knows that Mr. Ford 
has refused to interfere with the 
distribution of the “Protocols of 
Zion” in Latin America under his 
imprint we should like to advise 
that the Anti-Defamation League 
does know that the Ford Com- 
pany has made very strenuous 
and effective efforts to interfere 
with the distribution of the 
“Protocols” and other literature 
over his name in Latin America. 
It knows this fact because the 
Anti-Defamation League made 
direct requests of the Ford Com- 
pany that every effort be made 
in this direction, and the League 
knows from many sources that 
this has been done. Independent 
inquiry has developed the fact 
_. that in Panama, Chile, Mexico, 


has regular services EVERY Fri- 
day night and Saturday, presided 
over by an ordained orthodox 
rabbi. Such a hotel not only is 
justified in conducting Holy Day 
Services but has a moral obliga- 
tion to do so. At its services, ap- 
peals are held which result in 
large contributions to important 
activities in Jewish life. 

Thus at the High Holy Day 
Services of this year large sums 
were raised for the Yeshivah Isaac 
Elchanan’s expansion into a Uni- 
versity and for the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund. The services are 
conducted with reverence and re- 
spect in traditional manner. Nor 
do services end with Yom Kippur 
as they do in the mushroom syn- 
agogues of most other hotels. 
Special services are held Succoth, 
Purim and at all other holiday 
times as at any synagogue. And 
again, I repeat, Sabbath Services 
are held every week throughout 
the year. 

Therefore, I do think that it 
was wrong of you to include the 
aforementioned hotel in your 
criticism.

DECRIES CRITICS; SAYS JEWISH CENTERS 
SEEKING ANSWER TO JEWISH SURVIVAL 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

I write anonymously because 
I could not arrogate the “chutz- 
pah” to subscribe my name au- 
thoritatively to a _ statement 
whose theme is close to my heart, 
and close to the hearts of hun- 
dreds of colleagues associated 
with me in Jewish Center work. 

Every now and then some 
Jeremiad voice will arise in 
American Jewish life to utter un- 
ctuously or bitterly some gross 
castigation against the Jewish 
Center. The weight of his posi- 
tion, or the validity of his alarms 
rarely are known in relation to 
his right to speak. How patient, 
how scholarly or carefully con- 
sidered are these outbursts? How 
genuinely informed are these 


critics? And important to ask 
alsc is: What narrow, special 
bias do they plead from which 


renders all else but their iron- 
clad conception of Judaism unde- 
sirable and un-Jewish? 

There is today a dynamic and 
troubling Jewish sociology which 
honest students of Jewish life 
are attempting to approach and 
understand from objective and 
unceremonious standards of in- 
vestigation. The Jewish Center 
worker is a Jewish social worker, 
or a Jewish group worker. To 
him or to her, there are the re- 
alities of American-Jewish life 
which he or she must reckon 
with and within which he yearns 
to fit a dynamic scheme of Jew- 
ish values and Jewish living. The 
Jewish Center worker cannot ap- 
proach the reality of his job with 
preconceived ‘notions of formal 
Jewish ways of living. If he 
ecrns the sad head-shaking and 


the “all is lost’ alarms from 
some rabbis and Jewish educa- 
tors. it is because it would be 
suicidal for the Jewish Center

The Jewish Center has a unique 
function. It is not a formally re- 
ligious agency, nor is it a fore 
mal agency for Jewish education, 
It is the agency for Jewish com- 
munity life where the totality of 
Jewish living comes into play. 
Its programs and techniques are 
deeply sensitive and carefully 
calculated to create new Jewish 
energies; it seeks to work with 
its Jewish youth on the broad- 
est and most comprehensive 
plane of existence. Caught up 
in the influence ‘of the Jewish 
Center, where thousands of Jew- 
ish youth flock voluntarily, an 
American Jewish youth is grow- 
ing up in American communities 
learning to live and work with 
his Jewish community on a vol 
untary basis, and learning to 
support Jewish institutions be- 
cause of long habits in Jewish 
association. 

To a people whose traditions, 
moral principles and life phil 
osophies have too long been for. 
mulated by leaders trained in the 
ceremonial arts, it may be dif- 
ficult to some to recognize that 
20th Century Jewish life may 
not survive if it is to be left to 
the questionable oratory and in- 
spired ceremonious language of 
the “viewers with alarm!” 

As a Jewish Center worker, I 
have for years sought the coun- 
sel of rabbis and Jewish edu. 
cators. My colleagues are peren- 
nially reading, seeking and plan- 
ning the key to Jewish survival. 
Jewish Center workers think and 


discuss Jewish survival every 
day of their lives and then work 
seven days a week in the inter. 
ests of an intelligent workable 
mode of Jewish survival. 

It may be that the Jewish Cen- 
ter is not part of the long tradi- 
tion from which other Jewish 
institutions derive: The syna. 
gogue, the cheder, etc. The Jew- 


ish Center is peculiarly an Ameri- 
can phenomenon, and to deny or 
question its validity is to ques- 
tion the whole reality of the 
American Jewish community. 
The Jewish Center—from my 
own point of view—is the only 
courageous, realistic agency in 
Jewish life because of certain 
empirical factors: It is wanted 
by Jews, as witness its attend- 
ance and support; it is not com- 
pulsive to Jewish youth, being a 
voluntary agency—a most cru- 
cial psychological factor in the 
training of youth; it is the meet- 
ing ground for all Jews, ortho- 
dox, conservative and reformed, 
Zionist and _ anti-Zionist, fra. 
ternal, social, communal—every- 
thing. 

This communication is not nor 
could not aspire to be a care 
fully documented case for the 
Jewish Center. The Jewish Cen- 
ter is hardly above criticism from 
those who can offer sound guid- 
ance; but to make it the object 
of thoughtless, unsound whining 
and complaining is to sabotage a 
most vital influence in contem- 
porary Jewish life. 

The Jewish Center is truly 
“Shakul K’neged Shomayim Vo- 
aretz,” uniting heaven and earth, 
bringing everything that is im- 
portant to life to its members, 
everything from “Shlemut Ha- 
guf,” physical education, to the 
arts because indeed as our sages 
have said of Religion itself, 
“Vo’chay Bo-hem!” (“Thou shalt 
live in them!”). Indeed Amercan 
Jewry finds its Jewish Center its 
natural habitat for Jewish living 
and Jewish survival.

sides. 

Really, the matter of my resig- 
nation is altogether unimportant, 
for there is no difference as be- 
tween being and not being vice- 
president. of the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism, save that there 
is more reality to the latter; but 
I feel in justice to myself I ought 
not to become responsible for pro- 
nouncements and declarations of 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism when I am not privileged to 
participate in formulating them. 
Being advertised as vice-president 
makes it obligatory for me to 
accept interpretations in which I 
do not believe. 


I think it utterly undemocratic 
either for Zionists or non-Zionists 
to deny freedom of speech and 
opinion to anyone. It is my

GOAL OF LEADERSHIP TRAINING ‘GROUP 
EXPLAINED; NOT AIMED AT MASSES 


Editor, The Jewish Post 

Your recent editorial on the 
creation of a Leadership Training 
Fellowship, sponsored by the 
Rabbinical Assembly of America 
unaer the leadership of Professor 
Mordecai M. Kaplan, indicates an 
earnest interest on your part in 
a problem which vitally affects 
the future of Judaism in Amer- 
ica. Because of the inherent sig- 
nificance of such a _ fellowship 
and because of the absence of 
several important facts in your 
account of it, may I submit to 
you the cardinal principles un- 
derlying the formation of the 
group. 

As you refer in your editorial, 
Jewish life suffers from a dearth 
of informed leadership among 
the laity of our people. In addi- 
tion there is an_ increasing 
paucity of able young people who 
desire to make Jewish public 
service their lifework. This has 
led to the present serious crisis 
in Jewish education which has 
compelled a number of Jewish 
schools to disappear or to curtail 
their much-needed program, for 
lack of teaching manpower. 

Viewing the general field of 
Jewish education, we find that 
the adolescent age group is woe- 
fully neglected. The single bright 
spot in the picture, the growth 
of Yeshivot, cannot solve the 
problem completely, because it at- 
tracts a very small percentage 
of the Jewish youth, and that 
too, only in the very large cen- 
ters of Jewish population. 


What about the youth in the 
larger and smaller communities 
who could be inspired to pursue 
intensive Jewish studies, but who 
have been allowed to drift for 
reasons too numerous here to re- 
late? What can be done especial- 
ly for those who manifest natural 
powers of leadership? 


The plan was therefore devel- 
oped with the idea of supplying 
a sufficiently strong motivation 
to our most talented boys and 
girls of high school age to con- 
tinue their Hebrew studies or to 
embark upon such study in ser-

RABBI WOLSEY EXPLAINS RESIGNATION Force to Gain Freedom 
AS COUNCIL FOR JUDAISM OFFICER

The present slander of Morgan 
against the Jews in Europe illus- 
trates that in our present age 
the Yishuv cannot gain their 
aim by waiting with folded arms 
for Great Britain, United States 
or any other nation to open the 
doors of Palestine for their 
brethren,—for this age calls for 
action, blood for blood. Thus, I 
fully justify a bloody stand of 
the Yishuv against the British 
anti-Zion stand in Palestine. 

From a biblical point of view 
our ancestors used force against 
their oppressors to regain their 
freedom, then why not now? 

Abraham, in his days used 
force to free his nephew, Lot. 
Moses in the wilderness used 
force, Joshua in the conquest of 
Canaan used force. He was even 
encouraged by God “to be strong 
and of good courage” in his con- 
quest of the Promised Land. The 
Judges and Kings that followed 
him, all used force to maintain 
their freedom against their en- 
emies and oppressors. The Sages 
in the Maccabean period used 
force against the Greeks in Pal- 
estine to regain their freedom 
over there. This force was con- 
tinued by our fathers until the 
seventh century of our common 
era, then why are we afraid now 
to fight for our rights, when 
might is right by all govern- 
ments? Finally, it is thus the 
duty of our press and leaders in 
all Jewish life not only to en- 
courage the Yishuv to fight but 
to aid them until the Jewish 
homeland in Palestine is free 
from foreigners,—British force.

HARTFORD, Conn.—The Mt. 
Sinai Hospital building fund, 
begun four years ago and inter- 
rupted by the war, officially 
closed at a dinner-meeting at the 
Hotel Bond Sunday night, with 
total pledges listed at $965,100.29.
